Weather Knowledge 
“You almost have to be a 
weather man to know the 
right time to send your plane 
aloft.” Chancey said, ex­ 
plaining a thermal updraft is 
sided by two downdrafts, 
making it all too easy to get 
started off course. 
Even 


with no thermal assistance 
(dead conditions), the planes 
which Chancey has com­ 
pleted can stay in the air for 
2.5 seconds and will have 164 
feet of tow line which ac­ 
cording to Chancey "is not 
much.” 
"We 
use 
ca tta ils 
to 
determ ine w eather cond- 
tions. or if we’re lucky. 
watch someone else take off 
first, which we call ‘piggy 
backing’,” he said. 
"I know nothing about 
a e ro dynamics but I do know 
model airplanes,” Chancey 
said He also said he tries to 
build his models as good as 
possible and as simple as 
they can be. 
W eight Is Critical 
Since weight is of critical 
consideration, he uses the 
lightest woods, such as 
balsam 
and 
basque, 
to 
construct his models, then 
uses a 
special 
grade of 
Japanese tissue which he 
wraps over the body several 
times 
For his color com­ 
bination, he uses different 
colored tissue since paint 
would add more weight to 
t h e 
f e a t h e r - l i k e , 
machineless planes. 
Building and flying model 
airplanes is not child's play 
the way the professionals do 
it, although it is a sport that 
Chancey says young people 
can enjoy, and he would like 
to see the youngsters around 
Plano get interested in it. 
“ It teaches patience, first 
off,” 
he 
pointed 
out. 
“ Without patience you can’t 
even put diem together, and 
it takes concentration, as 
well,” he said, adding that 
pride is also derived from 
the sport, in completing the 
plane and the thrill of flying 
it.

Life-Long Hobby 
“ I’ve been around model 
airplanes and flying all my 
life,” Chancey observed 
“ My father was flying them 
before I was born, and he 
and my mother always took 
me along, so I learned a lot 
before I was in my teens.” 
He said that his father, 
H.C. Chancey of Richardson, 
never 
entered 
into 
com­ 
petition but simply did it for 
the enjoyment 
“ He is happy, however, to 
see me enter competition 
and seems proud of my 
trophies,” he said. 
And 
trophies 
are 
som ething 
Chancey 
has 
plenty of. since he has been 
competing in the sport for 
many years. He admitted 
that he has won over 400 of 
them , 
and 
while 
he 
is 
rightfully proud of them all. 
he is especially proud of the 
ones won in national com­ 
petition. 
which he won last year in 
national 
com petition 
in 
California. 
Staggered Competition 
He said competition in the 
U.S. is staggered so that in 
the odd years, the semi 
finals are held, and in the 
even years, the finals are 
completed at some six sites 
around the country. From 
these elim inations, those 
who will represent the U.S. 
in world competition are 
chosen 
After a week's practice in 
Bulgaria, 
the competition 
will include three events of 
seven 
flights, 
with 
three 
minutes allowed for each 
flight. When Chancey is not 
actually flying his own plane 
he will serve as a crew 
m em ber 
for 
the 
other 


Americans who are 
par­ 
ticipating. 
Ex-Factory Owner 
Chancey once owned a 
small factory that built and 
kitted model airplanes but 
after only a year, he lost 
interest because his flying 
became work and not a 
hobby. He gave it up, but 
does have one small model 
kitted and distributed by a 
company in Houlton, and 
several 
com panies 
are 
looking at his new models 
with interst. 
He also has authored 
several 
artic le s 
a c ­ 
com panied 
by 
exacting 
diag ram s 
for 
several 
m agazines, including the 
Model Airplane News and 
the Flying News. 
“ Competition 
will 
be 
rough in Bulgaria, especially 
against the Russians and the 
G erm ans, 
he 
said, 
e x ­ 
plaining that 
those two 
countries out of the more 
than 
35 
who 
will 
be 
represented, are usually far 
ahead of anyone in design 
and execution. 
A ‘Family Affair* 
Chancey, who took time 
out from his model airplane 
hobby for awhile to compete 
in drag racing, said he gets 
no static from his wife Linda 
about his hobby, which she 
enjoys with him although not 
as much as before the birth 
of son John Erie two years 
ago. 
“ John is very interested in 
flying, too. and he does very 
well 
with 
som e of 
the 
smaller models,” the proud 
father explained. 
According to Chancey, 
model airplane flying is not a 
very 
expensive 
sport 
compared to many other 
sports activities. 
He said 


that the special models he is 
entering in the competition 
cost 
about 
$50 
apiece; 
however, he said time in­ 
volved cannot be calculated. 
Minimal Costs 
“One reason why I think 
this could be a fine sport for 
youngsters to get acquainted 
with is because the cost is 
m inim al, especially with 
smaller kits, and it keeps 
them occupied and out of 
mischief.” he said 
He did admit that he won’t 
encourage young John to fly 
model airplanes, saying that 
he has recently becom e 
interested in tennis and 
might encourage him in that 
direction 
“ One good thing that being . 
selected 
for 
the 
world 
competition had helped me 
accom plish is a terrific 
weight loss,” he laughed 
lip to a year ago. Chancey 
says he was a pretty big 
fellow, but not wishing to be 
known in Bulgaria as the 
“ fat American,” he went on 
a strict diet, lost 40 pounds 
and says tennis is helping 
him keep it off. 


Douhh Beneficial 
“ It has made me feel 
better and it has given me 
more maneuverability when 
I’m on the field, and that’s 
two pluses in my favor.” he 
asserted 


Chancey said that flying 
model airplanes has been a 
rewarding challenge for him 
and observed that to really

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To Save Money 
TP&L Offers Tips 


In a recent preceding story 
carried in the Daily Star- 
Courier, TP&L manager Jim 
Taylor explained how TP&L 
customers can conserve 
electricity and save money 
on their electric bills. Now, 
he has a few other tips on 
ways 
homeowners 
can 
reduce 
their 
monthly 
electric bill. 
“ Defrost 
refrigerators 
regularly and replace worn 
door 
gaskets 
when 
necessary,” Taylor stated. 
“ Use a thermometer to 
assist 
in 
attaining 
a 
refrigerator temperature of 
35-40 degrees, considered the 
best 
temperature. 
Zero 
temperature is best for 
freezers. 
“ Settings below 
these 
points could be a waste of 
electricity and cause un­ 
necessary wear 
on 
the 
refrigerator or freezer,” he 
continued. "Never leave the 
refrigerator 
door 
open 
longer than necessary. Keep 
condenser coils on back and 
bottom clean,” he added. 
Taylor went on to say that 
when 
cooking 
with 
an 
electric range, use flat- 
bottomed utensils that fit the 
surface unit. A six-inch pan, 
for example, on an eight- 
inch element wastes heat. 
When baking, preheat oven 
to the temperature given in 
the recipe Place the pans 
away from the oven sides

and stagger them so that one 
is not directly above the 
other. This permits efficient 
heat 
distribution. 
When 
cooking on surface units, 
cover utensils when possible 
and use a lower heat setting. 
When using a dishwasher, 
don’t wash partial loads. 
Clean 
filter 
screens 
frequently to prevent ac- 
cululations of food waste. 
And read the manufac­ 
turer’s guide to become 
acquainted with the most 
efficient loading techniques. 
Washing 
and 
drying 
clothes is another area 
where consumers can save 
on energy costs. Use the long 
wash cycle only when you 
have a full load of laundry. 
Clean filer on dryer after 
each load to help it operate 
more efficiently and reduce 
drying time. Don’t overdry 


clothes--this wastes elec­ 
tricity. Provide a dryer vent 
to the outside, so moisture 
from the clothes is not left in 
the laundry room. 
Dripping water faucets 
are another source of energy 
waste in many households A 
dripping or leaky faucet uses 
as much as 
700 gallons of 
extra water per year. 


Energy-conscious 
cons­ 
umers should also analyze 
their 
home 
lighting 
requirem ents. 
Decide 
whether you need a standard 
or long-life bulb for a par­ 
ticular job. A long-life bulb 
gives more hours of service 
than a standard bulb of the 
same wattage, but the light 
output is not as great.

most 
normal home applications.

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‘Paradise’ Regained on Texas Coast 


By ANDREW A. YEMMA 
AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — 
The people of Texas may 
soon be permitted to partake 
of an isolated coastal island 
paradise that was once a 
military bombing range. 
Matagorda Island, a 27- 
mile long strip at the mid­ 
point of the Texas coast, has 
been relinquished by the Air 
Force which no longer needs 
the land for practice bom­ 
bing. 
State Land Commissioner 
Bob Armstrong is hopeful 
negotiations with the federal 
government will result in the 
dedication of the island to 
public use. 
“It’s just too good not to 
use,” he said. ‘‘It’s as 
remote and as beautiful as 
any island on the coastline of 
the United States.” 
The state and federal 
governm ent have shared 
ownership of M atagorda 
Island since World War II. 
Texas owns 17,000 acres on 
the marshy backside of the 
island, which Armstrong 
said is a natural nursery for 
ducks, salt water trout and 
redfish. The Air Force 
leased the state land and 
owned the beaches fronting 
on the Gulf of Mexico and the 
well-vegetated sand dunes 
on the interior of the island, 
measuring 1.5 to 3 miles 
wide at various points. 
Immediately following the 
Air Force’s relinquishment 
earlier this month, the U.S. 
Department of the Interior 
announced it wishes to 
acquire some or all of the 
land as an extension of the 
Aransas National Wildlife 
Refuge located across San

CANYON, Tex. (UPI) - 
Excavations in the Texas 
Panhandle 
have 
given 
scientists their first look at 
an, early Arperiqan buffalo 
hunters’ camp, They found 
broken liquor bottles and 
homemade bullets on the 
saloon floor. 
The historical digging is 
taking place at Adobe Wells, 
a settlement that thrived 
briefly a century ago 25 
miles 
northeast 
of 
the 
present town of Borger. 
‘‘It’s the first buffalo 
hunters’ camp that has ever 
been excavated in the United 
States,” says James Han­ 
son, 
director 
of 
the 
Panhandle Museum at West 
Texas State College. “It’s 
giving us a fair picture of the 
day-to-day life of the early 
white man in the Texas 
Panhandle.” 
Adobe Wells — which 
consisted 
of 
a 
saloon, 
blacksm ith shop, general 
merchandise store and hide- 
buying store — was built and 
occupied by 29 people, then 
abandoned six months later, 
in 1874. 
‘‘The buffalo m igration 
had barely begun when a 
band of 700 Comanche, 
Cheyenne 
and 
possibly 
Kiowa Indians began an 
attack on June 27,” said Bill 
Harrison, curator of an­ 
thropology at the museum 
and 
supervisor 
of 
the 
unearthing project. 
“A lucky 1,500-yard shot 
by Billy Dixon, which killed 
one of the Indians, stopped 
further assault.” 
Harrison said the Indians 
had been told by their 
medicine men that the white 
man’s bullets could not harm 
them. Discouraged by their 
fallen comrade, the Indians 
rode away before sunset and 
left the hunters alone. 
“ The 
buffalo 
hunters 
didn’t stay much longer,” 
H arrison 
said. 
“ They 
abandoned the Adobe Wells 
camp that July. 
“Ifs an absolutely clean 
site. Nothing has been built 
over it, nor anything there 
been interfered with,” he 
said. 


Although the museum has 
owned the land for more 
than 50 years, this is the first 
time any of the site has been 
studied. 
Because 
a 
monument and Billy Dixon’s 
grave are situated on the 
area which was the general 
m erchandise store, first 
excavations have been in the 
saloon area. 


“We already know that the 
saloon was not as big as 
originally 
reported,” 
Harrison 
said.

Armstrong said he is hopeful 
negotiations will perm it 
much of the beach and 
marshland to be dedicated to 
the public. 
‘‘My position has always 
been that I am willing to 
cooperate 
in

arrangement as long as the 
public has access for fishing 
and recreational purposes. I 
do not want to see it closed to 
the public when it has so 
much potential.” he said. 
“ It has some of the best 
fishing on the coast of the 


United States. It has some 
great duck hunting areas on 
the backside. Since there’s 
no road access to the island, 
it’s basically in its natural 
state. The beach is as pretty 
as I’ve seen anywhere ” 
A rm strong, 
an 
en­ 


thusiastic outdoorsman, said 
he would like to see the 
Interior Department or the 
Texas Parks and Wildlife 
D epartm ent or 
a 
com ­ 
bination of both agencies 
operate the island as a park. 
a hunting area and possibly 


a wildlife refuge. 
Frankly, the land office 
has no interest in acquiring 
that part of the island in 
which the Interior Depart­ 
ment is not interested. 
That’s the state Parks and 
W ildlife 
D e p a rtm e n t’s 
business. But once Parks 


and Wildlife and Interior 
agree on a plan I will be 
available to negotiate a lease 


of the state-owned land,” he 
said. 


Above all, Armstrong said 
he hopes Matagorda Island 
is retained in its natural 
state, free of the problems of 
the automobile.

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Great White Shark Stirs Interest

NEW YORK (U P I) - The 
year 1975 may go down as 
the Year of the Shark. 
The best selling novel 
“ Jaw s” is now a smash hit 
movie and suddenly the 
great white shark 
is on 
everyone’s mind. But few 
realize that the facts about 
the 
carnivore 
are 
as 
awesome as the fiction. 


Dr. 
Gareth 
Nelson, 
associate curator in the 
Department of Ichthyology 
at the American Museum of 
Natural History, says sharks 
have some of 
the same 
mystic as dinosaurs. 
“ ‘Jaw s’ is an indication of 
this,” Nelson said. “ Sharks 
have a special appeal to 
people — especially little 
children, who have the idea 
that a shark is something

that can eat them up. 
“ Like in fairy tales — 
being eaten up by the big bad 
wolf, and 
all 
that. 
And 
dinosaurs personify that. 
The big monster shark does, 
too. And to a lesser extent, 
bears and lions. But bears 


and lions, 
they’re 
furry, 
they’re 
w arm , 
they’re 
cuddly 
almost. 
Dinosaurs 
and sharks are not.” 
The average length of an 
adult great white is 18 feet, 
according to the National 
G eographic Society. One 


taken off Cuba measured 21 
feet. The tooth of a great 
white dredged up from the 
Atlantic 
Ocean 
floor 
measured more than five 
inches long. 
Large or small, fast or 
slow, peaceful or aggressive. 


every other shark — and all 
marine creatures as well — 
give sea room to the great 
white shark, 
the 
Society 
says. 
Nelson agrees, referring to 
the great white shark as ‘‘a 
high-class predator.” 


“ There aren’t very many 
animals that would eat a 
great white shark. I don’t 
know that any animal has 
ever been recorded that eats 
one,” Nelson said, adding 
“ maybe a killer whale could 
dispose of a white shark. 
“ And, of course, there are 
smaller white sharks that 
could be eaten by larger 
sharks. There are sharks 
that eat other sharks from

time to time.” 
Nelson points out that you 
can only speculate on how 
rare the great white shark 
really is. 
“ In general it is true that 
there are some fishes that 
man thinks are very rare 
because he sees them very 
seldom. This is only because 
man has not yet gained 
access to the areas of the 
world where these organ­ 
isms are abundant, 
he 
said.. 
“ Almost 
all 
fishes 
are 
abundant somewhere. Man 
knows about things that live 
in fresh water and he knows 
about things that live along 
the fringes of continents and 
islands. He knows very little 
about what goes on in the 
open ocean and precious 
little about what goes on in 
the deep sea.” 
Rare or not, we do know, 
according to Nelson, that the 
great white shark has been 
positively identified by its 
distinctive teeth in 32 attacks 
on human beings and boats 
— more than any other 
shark. “ This doesn’t mean 
that the great white shark 
has attacked more people 
than any other kind of shark. 
It means that for the times 
that 
the shark could 
be 
identified, he has attacked 
more,” Nelson .aid. 


In 1916 a shark or sharks 
attacked five swimmers 
along 
the 
New 
Jersey 
coast. Four died and the fifth 
lost 
a 
leg. 
Afterward 
a 
fisherman caught a great 
white shark 
with 
human 
remains in its stomach. 
When a shark bites them, 
they 
have 
no 
idea 
that 
there’s 
a 
shark 
doing 
anything,” 
Nelson 
ex­ 
plained. “ And they feel 
something, 
a 
bump 
or 
something like that. They 
usually don’t feel any pain if 
they’ve been bitten even. 
And before they know it. 
they may have been ex­ 
tensively 
damaged 
by 
a 
shark. In some cases the 
first indication they have is 
when they discover that a 
big chunk of their leg is 
gone.” 


All sharks can do damage 
if they want to attack, but 
Nelson 
says 
the 
most 
common 
sharks 
never 
bother people. “ They’re not 
interested in eating people. 
Sharks don’t make a living 
eating 
people. 
They’re 
looking to eat what they 
always eat. 


“ Sharks 
tend 
to 
in­ 
vestigate people and one 
way they do is to bite. But 
generally they take a bite or 
two bites and then they go 
away. 
Tiny 
sharks don’t 
bother you. If you’re in the 
water with a tiny shark, he’s 
going in the other direction.”

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Bob Conrad 
Talks About 
Accidents

NEW YORK 
(UPI) 
— 
Thanks to endless reruns of 
“ The Wild, Wild W est,” 
Robert Conrad is one of the 
most familiar actors in the 
world. 
He takes great pride in 
doing his own stunts. He 
rates himself “ the finest 
action actor working today.” 
But one stunt that went 
wrong narrowly missed par­ 
alyzing him for life. 
It was more than two 
years ago and Bob was 
nearly halfway through the 
eight episodes he would film 
for 
his 
mini-series 
“ Assignment: Vienna,” shot 
on locations in and around 
the Austrian capital. 


“We were doing an auto­ 
wrecking chase with me 
running from Victor Buono,” 
he said. “ It was raining. I 
lost my footing on top of this 
wrecked car. I just missed. 
He couldn’t help me because 
his back was turned. I cried 
out — he might have broken 
my fall if he’d been able to 
see me — but it was too late 
and I was out of control. 
“ They took me 
to a 
hospital and I was un­ 
conscious for 30 hours.” 


He had fractured his skull 
— for the second time. He 
had 
cracked 
his 
head 
seriously while filming “ The 
Wild, Wild West,” in a fall 
from a swinging chandelier. 
“ After that first accident, 
they had a piece of my skull 
in the refrigerator and they 
just popped it back in place. 
I woke up and didn’t even 
have a headache. Of course, 
I didn’t wake up for four 
days.”

Landscaping 


Can Improve 


‘Extra Room’ 


By DOROTHEA BROOKS 
United Press Intentional 
No matter the size of your 
home, there’s probably an 
extra room that’s not giving 
you full living value. 
It’s the room that has 
ground for a floor, your 
property lines as its walls, 
and, for a ceiling, the canopy 
created by structures, tree 
plantings, and the sky. 
Unless you have given 
careful thought to land­ 
scaping your home, the 
chances are this outdoor 
room is not being utilized to 
its fullest. Even homes with 
numerous trees and ex­ 
tensive plantings are not 
necessarily landscaped. 
“ Merely planting trees 
and shrubs is not land­ 
scaping,” says William R. 
Nelson, 
Jr ., 
author 
of 
Landscaping Your Home 
(University of Illinois Press 
$8.95). “ Designing a land­ 
scape is an art — the 
growing of plants is a craft. 
L a n d s c a p i n g 
mea ns 
creating a plan to make the 
best 
use of 
the 
space 
available in the most at­ 
tractive way. It means 
shaping the land to make the 
most of the site’s natural 
advantages. 
It 
means 
building such necessary 
structures as fences, walls, 
and patios. Finally, it means 
selecting and growing the 
plants that best fit the 
design. 
“ The function of landscape 
architecture is not only to 
create and preserve beauty 
but to make the surround­ 
ings useful. The smaller the 
home grounds, the greater 
the need for proper plan­ 
ning.” 
„ 
In his book, a revised 
version of a paperbound 
edition first published 12 
years ago (available at $4 
from Office of Agricultural 
Publications’ University of 
Illin ois), Nelson outlines 
with textbook thoroughness 
— and clarity that makes it 
easily understandable to the 
layman — the principles of 
landscape architecture from 
planning and site a n a ly t 
through care of plantings' 
He emphasizes it is not 
necessary that the total 
design be completed at once. 
It can be an ongoing thing 
But it is essential that an 
overall plan be developed as 
money is available to finish 
different sections. These 
sections will fit into the total 
picture. Many families, he 
said, have found it helpful to 
include a regular budget 
item for landscaping pur­ 
poses. “ Whether it is $50 or 
$100, it can be made to go a 
long way when you know 
exactly what is to be done, 
how much you can buy, and 
how much you can do 
yourself. 


In establishing landscape 
needs, Nelson suggests, first 
study the floor plan, window 
locations, the primary living 
areas, 
to 
establish 
a 
relationship between living 
and service areas in the 
house and similar areas out 
of doors. Consider, 
also, 
design from outside the 
house as viewed by yourself 
and others in order to most 
effectively blend the house 
with its site. 


“ The 
final 
landscape 
plan,” he says, “ will depend 
upon your 
lot 
and 
its 
orientation to wind and sun; 
your house plan, the amount 
of money, time, and effort 
you want to spend 
on 
maintenance, your family s 
interests and activities, and 
even the neighborhood it­ 
self.” 


Nelson urges that a plan be 
designed to preserve all of 
the best natural resources of 
the site, 
such 
as 
trees, 
brooks or streams, good soil, 
rock outcroppings, and turf. 
Study the views; keep at­ 
tractive views 
open 
and 
framed for greatest value. 
Screen out unattractive and 
objectionable views either 
by structures or plantings. 
Develop pleasing lawn and 
planting areas in relation to 
the views from the main 
rooms in the house. Consider 
the effects of sun, rain, snow, 
wind, heat and cold; how the 
house should be sited if it is 
not yet built or, as is more 
often the case, how these 
effects can be modified 
where necessary on an 
existing house. An inventory 
of family activities will help 
in planning the overall 
layout, Nelson says. Allow 
space for outdoor living 
needs, the children’s play 
area, and a service area.

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, What can I tell my daughter 
about death and ibout heaven? 
DEAR READER, Trying to explain death and “ heaven” 
to a child is, at best, a very difficult task. Regardless of 
religious beliefs about such m atters, probably none of us 
knows for sure about either area. 
The m ystery and uncertainty of dying and of death itself is 
often confounding even to the most sophisticated adult. 
From the most learned to the least literate, explanations 
seem to fall short of our needs. 
If this is true for us as adults, the sam e must be true for 
children, but to a much greater degree. Children lack the 
intellectual skills to deal with this concept, or the concept of 
what happens after death, even to the limited degree that we 
can as adults. Our explanations, therefore, must be tailored 
with this recognition in mind. 
When your daughter asks about death or about heaven, or 
about any of the other aspects of this multifaceted concept, 
respond directly. Limit what you say to answering her 
questions, and stop at that point. Answer honestly according 
to your own knowledge, and refrain from “ fairy tales” when 
your knowledge ends. 
There are some areas about which even we, as adults, 
have limited knowledge and understanding. Death and 
“ after-life” are usually such areas. Saying, “ I don't 
know...,” or “ Nobody knows for sure” can be handled easier 
by a young mind than euphemistic stories using euphemistic 
words that we adults utilize to assuage our own uncertainties 
when confronted by our children’s questions. 
There is enough confusion surrounding death and the idea 
of heaven. Anything that increases the already high fantasy 
level over such mysterious m atters, may. more often than 
not, be counter-productive. 
As with many things in life which we know all too little 
about, fairy tale explanations are usually quite un­ 
satisfactory. Often recognition of our lack of knowledge, and 
our acceptance of it, is more reassuring both to us and to our 
children. 
To know that we “don’t know” is realistic, and aids per­ 
sonal growth. As with so much of childrearing, honesty, 
tem pered with understanding of your child’s needs and 
emotional development, is usually the best policy.

Each of 
these particles is coated, 
actually suspended, in cocoa

There are so 
many cocoa and sugar 
particles that the cocoa 
butter covers a surface area 
more than IOO square feet. 
Remember, this is only a 
one-ounce bar.

amazing substance. One of 
the stabliest fats known to 
man, it lasts years at room 
temperature. It also melts at

It 
allows real chocolate to melt

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Protein Needs Are Over Emphasized

The 
protein 
needs 
of 
athletes have been over­ 
emphasized, says dietitian 
Mary Helen Goodloe. 


Mrs. Goodloe, who is a 
consultant to the Georgia 
Departm ent 
of 
Human 
Resources, tells high school 
and college coaches that a 
varied, well-balanced diet is 
just as important for student 
athletes as it is for the 
general population. She says 
supplemental protein does 
not help in weight gain, but a 
balanced diet combined with 
exercise does. 


Since 1966, the department 
has had a nutrition program 
for athletes, launched in 
connection with the Georgia 
High 
School 
Coaches 
Association 
C linic. 
One 
objective is support from 
high school 
coaches in 
educating young athletes to 
the im portance of good 
dietary habits as part of year 
round physical conditioning. 


Mrs. Goodloe would like 
coaches to emphasize the 
need for balance between 
food intake and exercise. 


“ We hope that 
it will 
continue as a way of life in 
the long range prevention of 


heart disease,” she said in a 
letter from her office in 
Atlanta. 
Mrs. Goodloe recommends 
a balanced diet with some 
protein 
from 
nonmeat 
sources to help prevent heart 
disease. She said early 
preventive measures are 
important because 60 to 70 
per cent of all high school 
students have a fam ily 
history of such ailments. 
Addressing a required 
health 
and 
physical 
education class at a southern 
college, 
M rs. 
Goodloe 
learned that about 80 per 
cent of the students (male 
and 
fem ale) 
had 
par­ 


ticipated in high school 
athletics, but only about 25 
per cent were continuing in 
organized sports. 
The diet she advocates 
includes m ilk, preferably 
skimmed. She estimates that 
a quart of milk alone can 
provide about one third of 
the body’s protein needs, and 
87 per cent of the body’s 
calcium needs. 
She figures that an athlete 
who eats only six ounces of 
meat, cheese, fish, poultry, 
egg or meat substitute a day 
still can get an adequate 97 
grams of protein if his daily 
diet also includes a quart of 
milk, three half cup servings 


of vegetables, IO two-gram 
servings of bread, cereal, 
rice, or potatoes, and some 
fruit. Only the fruit does not 
provide protein. The starchy 
foods alone contain 20 grams 
of good protein. 


For those lucky souls who 
need to gain weight instead 
of take it off or keep it off, 
Mrs. Goodloe recommends 
three regular meals a day 
and a bedtime snack. 
Between meal snacking is 
taboo. 


She said such snacks often 
are high in carbohydrates, 
which turn to body fat if they 
are not used in exercise. 


Between meal snacks also 
tend to take the edge off the 
appetite, she said. 
More 
importantly, they may cut 
down consumption of many 
foods that are essential for 
growth 
and 
development. 
She urges people who use 
vegetable 
protein 
sup­ 
plements 
(soy 
bean 
products, as an example) to 
save money to be sure they 
consume milk or some other 
animal product at the same 
meals to provide complete 
protein 
— the necessary 
amino acids that vegetable 
supplements lack. 
She recommends fortified 
dry skim milk for both its 


economy and fortification. 
The latter is im portant 
because it provides vitamin 
D that the body needs to 
utilize calcium in food. It is 
essential for muscle action 
as well as bones and teeth, 
she said.

Fru it, 
vegetables, 
bread 
and 
cereals provide fiber needed 
for bowel elmination, she 
added. 


She puts special emphasis 
on 
fruit 
and 
vegetable 
consumption because these 
foods contribute some iron, a

The iron makes red blood 
cells needed for carrying

DEAR READER - Gout is 
it caused by eating rich foods 
id drinking.

What is uric acid? It is close- 
related to proteins and is a

tant as controlling the over­ 
production of uric acid by your 
own body cells. The diet should 
be one, though, that gradually 
decreases excess obesity 
without any crash effort that 
may cause an acute attack as I 
mentioned. 
You can eat a diet com­ 
pletely 
free of uric acid and 
still have high uric acid levels 
and gout. A purine-free diet 
used to be the big thing because 
purines (from tissue cells and 
particularly organ meats) are 
used in the formation of uric 
acid. However, the body can 
manufacture lots of uric acid on 
a diet completely free of 
purines. A purine-free diet will 
only lower the uric acid level 
slightly. That is why medicines 
are use mostly today rather 
than trying to control the 
problem with diet alone. 
There are medicines to block 
the formation of uric acid in 
your cells, others to help you 
elim inate excess uric acid 
through the kidneys and still 
others to control the acute pain 
of a sudden, painful gout attack.

‘Junk’ Campaign 
Picks Up Steam 


By MICHAEL J. CONLON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The 
campaign 
against 
vending machine junk food 
in the nation’s schools is 
picking up steam as the 
academic year approaches. 
Congress is considering 
legislation that would give 
the Agriculture Department 
authority to regulate all 
vending machine foods sold 
in competition with federally 
financed 
school 
lunch 
programs. 
Sen. Clifford Case, R-N.J., 
the author, believes the 
result would be fresh fruit 
and other healthful food 
showing up in the machines 
rather than the highsugar, 
highly fabricated products 
that now are dispensed. 
The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment had such authority 
until four or five years ago, 
when it surrendered it to the 
states. Case and others say 
the result has been a 
proliferation of vending 
machines in school lun­ 
chrooms. The Case measure 
apparently would not affect 
vending machines elsewhere 
in the school. 
The legislation also would 
authorize $1 million a year in 
federal funds for school 
n u t r i t i o n 
e d u c a t i o n 
programs. 
Consumers on the local 
level already have waged 
successful fights against 
school vending machines in 
at least three cities: Dallas, 
Bloomington, 
Ind., 
and 
Washington, D.C. 
The Center for Science in 
the Public Interest, which 
has 
been 
pushing 
the 
campaign, has developed a 
packet of information for 
interested consumers. 
The packet can be ob­ 
tained by writing to the 
Center at 1779 Church St. 
NW, Washington, D.C. 


“The seat belt buzzers 
were messed up, and we 
couldn’t start the car, and 
when it did start they buzzed 
all the time while driving.

The 
speedometer has gone bad 
and makes a scratching 
noise. The left front, right 
front and right rear windows 
leak around the rubber seals 
(these have been worked on 
twice before and still leak). 
“The list price on this 
(1974) car was $4,650. It was 
a Ford Gran Torino, and to 
make repairs will cost a lot 
of labor. We are wondering 
what will go wrong next. 
“We know that this new 
law will only cover ones 
bought in the future. It is our 
belief that if everybody 
complains enough and loud 
enough that maybe there 
will be enough bad ad­ 
vertisement. 
“We advise people that 
whatever they buy and no 
matter whether it costs one 
cent or $100, take it back. We 
do, 
and 
maybe 
the 
manufacturer will demand 
better workmanship from 
his employes ...” 


Our recent column about 
the way changes in the 
warranty laws might affect 
buyers stuck with lemon 
automobiles prompted a 
flood of mail. A typical letter 
from 
Burlington, 
Iowa, 
illustrates how severe the 
problem can be. Also, the 
dissatisfied 
couple 
has 
advice for others in the same 
position. They wrote: 
“Brakes were defective on 
the front. The alternator 
went dead. The right hand 
front 
window

and 
couldn’t be rolled up or 
down.
